International 
Studies  Program 

Alan  Garfield,  Chair  of  the  CGIM 
Department,  offers  an  International  Stud- 
ies Program  every  semester  through  his 
Culture  and  Art  class. 

During  the  Fall  Semester,  50  UD 
participants  - 47  students  and  3 faculty  - 
traveled  to  Ireland  from  November  20-29, 
2008.  The  main  events  were  touring  the 
Irish  scenery  with  its  mountains,  peninsu- 
las, cliffs,  and  beaches.  Of  course  they  had 
to  visit  Dublin,  the  capital  of  Ireland,  and 
Garfield's  second  home  in  Donegal.  Other 
sites  were  the  castles,  towns,  national 
parks,  galleries,  museums,  and  theaters. 

The  spring  semester  brought 
50  students  to  Greece  and  Turkey  from 
March  6-14,  2009.  This  group  found 
time  to  visit  the  cities  of  Athens,  Corinth, 
Mykonos,  Ephesus,  Kusadisi,  Patmos, 
Santorini,  Rhodes,  Lindos,  and  Crete  in 
less  than  a week.

During  Arts 
Month,  we  get  in  character  for  plays,  read  about 
characters  in  novels,  poems,  and  prose,  and  take  the 
extra  time  to  examine  our  own  character  during  many 
of  the  Wendt  programs. 
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Conference 
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The  fourth  annual  Wendt  Conference,  held  on  October  15-16, 
2008  had  the  theme:  “Does  Character  Really  Count?  Going  for  the 
Gold  - From  Sports  and  Business  to  Education  and  Public  Service.” 
This  year’s  Wendt  Conference  gave  our  university  community  the 
chance  to  look  at  character  formation,  as  well  as  honesty,  fairness, 
truthfulness,  and  how  they  affect  our  life  and  society. 

These  day  long  events  were  held  on  campus  where  University  of  Dubuque  faculty 
and  staff  moderated  panel  discussions  where  students,  coaches,  professors,  alumni, 
and  local  Dubuque  professionals  spoke  on  a variety  of  topics  based  around  ethics. 

This  year’s  keynote  speaker  was  Michael  Josephson,  president  and  founder  of 
the  Josephson  Institute.  Josephson  was  previously  a professor,  and  has  written  five 
books,  one  of  which  is  titled:  “The  Best  Is  Yet  to  Come.” 

Josephson  is  an  ethics  consultant  for  major  corporations,  government  offices, 
and  the  public,  with  clients  such  as  Johnson  & Johnson  and  the  FBI,  who  depend  on 
his  ethical  services.  His  speech  closed  the  conference,  and  covered  the  importance  of 
having  good  ethics  in  people’s  lives. 

Dr.  David  Anderson  came  for  a week  in  February  to  talk  about  diversity  through 
the  Christian  faith.  “During  your  time  at,  work,  home,  school,  and  any  other  life  ex- 
periences, diversity  is  always  going  to  be  a factor  in  relationships,”  said  Anderson. 
“This  is  a time  to  get  to  know  one  another  and  get  past  the  racial  factor.”  Anderson 
gave  his  own  experiences  on  being  an  African  American  Christian,  and  let  students 
talk  about  their  racial  differences.

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This  school  year  brought  us  new  additions  that  are  part  of  our  campus’  larger  plan  for 
transformation.  The  Chlapaty  Recreation  and  Wellness  Center  was  officially  opened  to  the 
campus  community  on  November  3,  2008.  With  the  new  center,  students  now  have  access  to  a 
200  meter,  six  lane  indoor  track,  basketball  courts  for  practice  and  intramural  games,  a weight 
room  with  free  weights  and  cardiovascular  equipment,  and  training  rooms  with  hydrotherapy 
tubs  and  examination  rooms,  among  other  amenities. 

During  the  dedication  on  Saturday,  October  18,  2008,  the  finished  center  was  presented 
to  our  campus.  President  Bullock,  along  with  students,  faculty,  staff,  and  alumni  gathered 
to  thank  Joseph  Chlapaty,  UD  Alum  and  CEO  of  Advanced  Drainage  Systems,  Inc.,  for  his 
generous  donation  to  the  university.  Chlapaty  not  only  donated  the  new  facility,  but  also  funds 
for  a redesigned  section  of  the  McCormick  gymnasium  and  new  outdoor  tennis  courts. 

At  the  dedication,  Chlapaty  stated  that  he  came  to  UD  because  of  the  comfort  level  he 
felt  and  decided  that  he  wanted  other  students  to  experience  what  he  had.  As  a 1968  alumnus,! 
Chlapaty  is  still  very  active  with  UD,  and  is  especially  involved  in  various  aspects  of  the  center’s 
construction.  The  goal  for  the  addition  was  to  make  UD  the  best,  small,  private  Christian  school 
in  the  Midwest  and  for  students  to  take  pride  in  graduating  from  the  University  of  Dubuque.

The 
Spartans  were  triumphant  with  a 49-7  victory  over 
the  Rockford  College  Regents. 

Pride  and  excitement  started  the  season  off,  but  the 
following  games  were  not  as  successful.  Ending  a 
four  game  losing  streak,  the  team  beat  Cornell  31-10 
winning  Homecoming  in  front  of  a large  crowd.  The 
Spartan’s  defense  dominated  the  Rams. 

The  team  did  well  individually,  highlighted  by  post- 
season awards.  Quarterback  Colton  Hansen  finished 
his  junior  year  with  2,457  yards  of  offense.

On  October  28,  1938,  the 
University  of  Dubuque  published  its 
first  student  newspaper.  It's  first  name 
was  The  Cue  by  contest  winner  Dorothy 
Banks,  the  newspaper  began  as  a four 
column  black  and  white  weekly  paper. 

Today,  the  newspaper  is  known 
as  The  Belltower , it  is  a four-color,  12 
page  publication  printed  monthly.  The 
Staff,  led  by  Editor  in  Chief  Justine 
May,  consisted  of  nine  members  on  the 
editorial  board,  three  staff  writers  and 
numerous  contributors.  The  newspaper 
covered  a variety  of  stories,  including 
student’s  participation  in  conferences, 
to  the  completion  of  the  Chlapaty 
Recreation  and  Wellness  Center,  and 
student  movie  and  music  reviews.  The 
paper  also  included  several  short  stories 
and  poems.  In  April,  The  Belltower 
published  the  Pickle  edition,  an  April 
Fool’s  Day  special  edition! 

The  Belltower  had  a very 
successful  year  creating  a quality 
newspaper  for  the  university  campus.
